Keg’s History 
is Colorful One 


The Keg, famed symbol 
of victory, was born among 
Cheers and friendly rivalry 
in the year 1949. : 

It was built and present- 
ed by the Hogans with the 
understanding that it would 
remain in the possession 
of the winner of the tradi- 
tional MPC - Hartnell battle, 

MPC won it in 1949 and 
1950, but Hartnell has had 
it ever since. 

The history of the Keg 
has not been as _ peaceful 
as was originally planned. 
It has been the object of 
many ‘‘extra-curricula’’ ac- 
tivities by members of both 
campuses. In 1949, its first 
year, several Hartnell stu- 
dents planned an attack on 
the MPC campus, but the 
local crew heard of their 


plan and were waiting. 
They caught the Hartnell 
group, shaved their heads, 
and sent them back to 
Salinas. 

At the half-time of the 
game, MPC. sported signs 


advertising ‘‘Free Hair Cuts.”’ 
In _ 1951, hoodlums from

Foreign Student from Liberia 
Thanksgiving will be just another day of misery for 
millions in Africa, India, Korea and other countries in 
the Far East. Thousands will] perish, mostly from lack 
of food. Yet, here in the United States, citizens have 


So much te eat, they even have some to throw away. 


Never befere during my few travels have I known a 
country so advanced, so healthy, and so rich. 

Few Americans realize how well off they are. But 
foreign students notice this almost immediately upon ar- 
rival here, 

If the men, women and children in these other coun- 
tries could see’ us as we sit down for our Thanksgiving 
dinner today, they would watch with wide, incredulous 
eyes. For they never dreamed in their lives that there: 
were so many things to eat. Involuntarily, they would 
rub a ragged sleeve across their lips to wipe away the 


moisture that comes with the infrequent sight and smell 
of food. And they would sigh as one Sighs upon clos- 
ing a good book. If we could see these epople in their 
different countries, quick tears would come to our eyes. 

Today, my country and most other underdeveloped coun- 
tries of Africa, Asia, and the Far East looks up to 
America for help through Point Four. Most of them have 
received this aid. Today the democratic world looks up 
to the great United States for leadership which she has 
assumed in the field of human relations and in the 
United Nations of free men; the hope for a better to- 
‘morrow which her participation engenders in all peoples. 
Today America is leading the great powers in doing 
everything within her physical ability to maintain world 
peace, to prevent another war. 

But there is still more. People in. this country still 
continue the spirit of Point Four by inviting us at dif- 
ferent times to their homes for dinner. This was so 
vividly illustrated recently when Reuben Ek. Johnson, 
foreign student adviser announced that all of MPC’s 
foreign students have been invited out for ‘‘Turkey Din- 
ner’’ on Thanksgiving Day. Indeed America is a blessed 
country. 

Today as I sit down at the Thanksgiving table with 
my friends in America I am overcome by a feeling of 
thankfulness - thankfulness for an America. ‘On my lips 
is a prayer that Americans may see _ this country as I 
do and be thankful.

MPC took an early advantage and scored three touchdcewns 
in the first six minutes of the game. Fred Blanco took it upon 
himself to score three of the four Lobo tallies. These scores 
move Bianco’s point total to 60 and gave him the lead of total 


points this season. 


The Lobos first score came when MPC moved the ball down 
to the COS 3 yard line. Ron Woolverton was dropped for a 
four yard loss. Fred Blanco then took the ball and circled left 


end for the first score, 6-0: 


COS lost the ball on a fumble and after eround gain, Wool- 
verton kept the ball for no gain, then passed to John Crawford 
who scored the second tally of the evening, 12-0. 

With only six minutes gone, Fred Blanco was back knocking 
at the COS goal line.

The MPC Lobos, last week, 
crushed the Citrus JC bowl 
bidders, 41-6, as the Lobos 
scored their ninth victory of 
the season against only one 
loss. 

Down south, the College of 
Porterville invited Citrus the 
privilege of playing in the 
Olive bowl. Citrus must have 
displayed something to get 
the invitation, but where was 
this something when the Lo- 
bos met them. 

Before the game, MPC was 
worried about the strength of 
Citrus. Citrus JC was really 
built up for the letdown or 
maybe they had an off day. 
At any rate when the Lobos 
landed at Azusa, they were 
soon to find easy pickings. 
As before in other games tho- 
ugh, MPC had three touch- 
downs called back. 


The Lobos gave a plane 
ticket to their suspended 
coach, Dick Friend, making 
it possible for him to be in 
the stands for the game. 

When the game ended in the 
Lobo victory, the first string 
of Lobo players rushed up in- 
to the stands and carried 
Friend down onto the fiéld 
on their shoulders.
